Survey respondents gave the 
green light to shutting down 
parts of Whyte Avenue to 
vehicle traffic late at night, ac¬ 
cording to survey results the 
city released Wednesday. 

Out of 2,040 respondents, 
57 per cent of people “highly” 
support the idea, with an addi¬ 
tional 20 per cent supporting 
the idea to shut down parts of 
Whyte Avenue to vehicles in 
theory, but still wanting more 
information. 

Alternatively, 17 per cent of 


people didn’t support the idea, 
while six per cent were unsure. 

“We received a lot of valu¬ 
able feedback that we will 
evaluate as part of the overall 
proposal,” says Angela Turner, 
program manager with Re¬ 
sponsible Hospitality Edmon¬ 
ton in a media release. “We will 
now proceed with further en¬ 
gagement targeted to residents 
in the area.” 

The survey was done after 
Responsible Hospitality Ed¬ 
monton brought forward the 
idea to shut down parts of 
Whyte Avenue for late-night 
pedestrians on busy Friday and 
Saturday nights. 

If approved, the portion 
of the popular nightlife des¬ 
tination would be closed off to 
public traffic through manned 
barricades, but would still al¬ 
low passage for city buses and 
emergency vehicles during the 
proposed 12 a.m. to 2:30 a.m. 
vehicle shutdown. 


North-south traffic would 
be maintained on certain 
streets, which is also being de¬ 
liberated as part of the plan. A 
designated taxi area would also 
be put in place outside of the 
barricades. 

No decision has been made 
at this point, with city officials 
looking to do further public 
engagement with nearby com¬ 
munity leagues like Gameau 
and Strathcona in addition to 
a survey currently being done 
on the Edmonton Insight Com¬ 
munity. 

After Oct. 8, an open house 
will be held to discuss ideas 
on the Car Free Whyte Avenue 
proposal. 

Coun. Ben Henderson says 
if the city moves forward with 
the plan, it’s essential that 
neighbourhoods are consulted. 

“One fear that I think we are 
going to be on top of is that we 
don’t push the traffic into the 
residential neighbourhoods.”

Teachers concerned over 
inclusive education model 



Students vary. New 
report gives learning 
initiative a failing grade 


Just five years after it was first 
implemented, Alberta’s in¬ 
clusive education model has 
missed its mark, said the prov¬ 
ince’s teachers Wednesday. 

A new report commis¬ 
sioned by the Alberta Teach¬ 
ers’ Association found flaws 
in inclusive education for 
the province as a result of a 
troubled implementation pro¬ 
cess. 

“We found an erosion over 
time for supports for inclusion 
as complexity in the classroom 
continued to increase,” said 
Marc Amal, the chairperson 
for the Blue Ribbon Panel es¬ 
tablished to write the report. 

Launched in 2009, inclusive 
education in the province was 
supported by the Setting the 
Direction Framework through 
Alberta Education. 

“Struggling alone and mud¬ 
dling through is just not the 
Alberta way,” said Amal, add¬ 
ing the panel has developed 38 
recommendations for the gov¬ 
ernment in order to correct 


the problems. 

The recommendations in¬ 
clude added support for teach¬ 
ers and professional develop¬ 
ment, along with establishing 
an advisory board at the prov¬ 
incial, district and school level 
to ensure inclusive education 
is being delivered. 

“From our perspective and 
from teachers in the field, 
it’s the implementation that 
becomes paramount, because 
what happens in the class¬ 
room directly affects students 
obviously and that’s where our 
concern (should) be focused,” 
said ATA president Mark Ram- 
sanlcar. 

Edmonton parent Karin 
Woodard said without the 
proper resources, having stu¬ 
dents with varying learning 
abilities in one classroom can 
have a negative impact on all 
students. “I honestly don’t 
know how teachers do it, 
because there are various de¬ 
grees of kids who need help in 
the classroom,” she said. “Even 
with the aids it can be really 
dismptive to the other kids.” 

According to Alberta Educa¬ 
tion, the government spends 
$400 million annually on in¬ 
clusive education.

Just days after an Edmonton 
Eskimo publicly apologized 
for using a homophobic slur 
during a game, the creator of 
a website designed to mon¬ 
itor derogatoiy words said the 
issue of homophobic insults 
are still widespread. 

Nohomophobes.com, 
launched two years ago, col¬ 
lects the tweets featuring four 
words and phrases University 
of Alberta professor Kristopher 
Wells said represents forms of 
“casual homophobia.” 

“Casual homophobia is 
when someone says, ‘I didn’t 
mean to use that language in 
a derogatoiy way,’” Wells said. 
“Words have consequences.

According to Wells, the site 
captures real tweets from real 
people in real time, demon¬ 
strating how common casual 
homophobic comments are. 

“The last few days, it’s had 
a complete resurgence,” Wells 
said about the site. “We’ve had 
one of our best, most visited 
days to the website ever.” 

As Edmonton kicks off Sui¬ 
cide Awareness Week, Wells 


said now is the right time to 
address the slurs, which can 
encourage isolation, alienation 
and sometimes suicide. 

“It’s veiy timely to talk 
about the impact of language 
during suicide prevention 
week, because suicide is one of 
the leading cause of death for 
our LGBT people,” Wells said. 

“The word ‘faggot’ ... to 
see it was by far and away 
(the most) commonly tweeted 
derogatoiy word of the four 
that we are tracking, it was a 
sobering reality.” 

As of Sept. 8, there had 
been 28,768,666 occurrences 
of the word “faggot” online. 

Nohomophobes.com mon¬ 
itors four words: dyke, faggot, 
gay and no homo being tweet¬ 
ed by people around the world. 

The site also includes a live 
stream, where users can watch 
the tweets in real time, along 
with details on the number of 
times the four phrases were 
used in a day, week or since 
July 2012.

“That does bear out with 
our parking services people 
based on the number of park¬ 
ing permits we hand out,” said 
Geoff Rode, director of oper¬ 
ations for ancillaiy services 
with the university. 

The city’s U-Pass numbers 
show a similar stoiy, with 
ridership numbers at the U of 
A jumping from more than 10 
million in 2009 to more than 
16 million rides on public 
transit in 2013. 


More than 60,000 post-sec¬ 
ondary students in the city use 
the U-Pass program, which al¬ 
lows students unlimited travel 
on ETS as well as St. Albert 
and Strathcona County transit 
systems. 

University officials say the 
number of students opting 
to drive their cars to school 
is low, with only 8.6 per cent 
of undergrads getting behind 
the wheel, said Rode.

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Reducing 'annual rumpus' 


City budgets 
to cover three 
years at a stretch 

The city’s great annual 
budget rumpus will come a 
little less often now as coun¬ 
cil gave the green light to 
multi-year budgets instead. 

Councillors voted 
unanimously to have ad¬ 
ministration begin drafting 
operating budgets that cover 
multiple years instead of the 
current practice of budget¬ 
ing just one year at a time. 

Coun. Scott McKeen 
voted for the change, but 



initially expressed reserva¬ 
tions that while the budget 
process could be messy, it 
helped people better under¬ 
stand city hall. 

“This annual rumpus 


served a purpose in its ineffi¬ 
ciency to inform citizens of 
Edmonton,” he said. 

Under the proposal, 
council would write a one- 
year operating budget this 
year and then a three-year 
operating budget running 
from 2016 to 2018. The 
budget could be tweaked 
each year, but the general 
course would stay the same. 

Mayor Don Iveson 
believes it will be good for 
the city, because they will be 
able to think longer term. 

“We will be more effect¬ 
ive over time if we are able 
to make those preventive 
investments,” he said.

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Fallout. Power outages 
expected to persist as 
Calgary deals with snow 


Tens of thousands of Cal¬ 
garians remained with¬ 
out electricity Wednesday 
afternoon and many were 
expected to go without 
power overnight, as the city 
grappled with thousands of 
downed trees and branches 
due to heavy, wet snow. 

“The situation is very dy¬ 
namic,” said Gianna Manes, 
CEO of Enmax, the Calgary- 
owned utility. “We are con¬ 
tinuing to have additional 
outages at the same time as 
we are restoring power to 
locations.” 

Manes said it was impos¬ 
sible to know when power 
would be fully restored but 
crews were working at full 
pace. 

As of late Wednesday, 
30,000 customers had no 
electricity. 

According to 311 reports, 
more than 2,000 trees or 
large branches had fallen 
on roads across Calgary 
after 10 to 15 centimetres 
of wet snow accumulated 
on still-leafy branches.

Mayor Naheed Nenshi 
said the cleanup will take 
days, possibly weeks. 

City crews will be work¬ 
ing with provincial forestry 
employees, the mayor said, 
to deal with all the debris.

Their work will also be 
supported by a partial de¬ 
ployment of Canada Task 
Force 2 (CTF2), the Alberta 
division of the national “all¬ 
hazards” disaster response 
team.

“We’re simply trying to 
shoehorn in a building that 
is too big for this particular 
site,” he said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said 
it is not enough for council 
to simply say they will sup¬ 
port infill and then turn 
down specific projects. He 
said council can’t get scared 
off supporting the idea sim¬ 
ply because there is com¬ 
munity opposition. 

“There are people in 
communities that disagree 
with infill every time it ar¬ 
rives in a neighbourhood,” 
he said.

Leather-clad opponent of 
prostitution bill threatens 
to expose politicians’ 
hypocrisy, gets thrown 
out of proceedings 


The controversial, leather- 
clad woman at the heart of 
the effort to rewrite Canada’s 
prostitution laws delivered 
an unexpected whip-crack 
of drama Wednesday among 
the buttoned-down senators 
examining Bill C-36. 

Terri-Jean Bedford, who 
calls herself “the most 
famous dominatrix in Can¬ 
ada,” was tossed out of Senate 
hearings on the legislation 
after exhausting the patience 
of committee chair Sen. Bob 
Runciman. 

Bill C-36 treats prostitutes 
as victims, seeking to protect 
them from almost all crim¬ 
inal prosecution. The bill 
instead targets pimps and 
johns, as well as others who

profit or trade in sex on an 
exploitative basis. 

Supporters of the bill 
argue that those in the sex 
trade are forced into it by 
systematic issues of poverty, 
racism and sexism and de¬ 
serve protection from the 
law. And they agree that go¬ 
ing after those who are the 
instigators of the sex trade is 


a way to better protect those 
women. Bedford, however, is 
not among them — and she 
made that abundantly clear 
Wednesday. 

It’s not the purview of the 
government to tell women 
when or how they can or can¬ 
not sell sex, she argued, whip 
in hand, as she threatened to 
expose politicians who sup¬ 
posedly avail themselves of 
the world’s oldest profession. 

When asked by Liberal 
Sen. Serge Joyal how the new 
law might affect her work, 
Bedford cracked her whip on 
the desk and said the new law 
would ensure she was back 
before government in 10 
years, arguing the issue anew. 

At one point, with Bed¬ 
ford’s allotted time running 
down, Runciman asked Bed¬ 
ford to respect the rules of 
the committee, saying if she 
didn’t, he’d suspend the meet¬ 
ing and have her escorted 
out. Bedford pressed on, so 
Runciman banged the gavel 
to end the hearing. Bedford 
was escorted out by security.

Toronto Mayor Rob Ford was 
diagnosed with a tumour 
on Wednesday after seek¬ 
ing treatment hours earlier 
for “unbearable” abdominal 
pain. 

The CEO of the Humber 
River Hospital told reporters 
the mayor has dealt with ab¬ 
dominal pains for more than 
three months. 

“He was having left-lower- 
quadrant abdominal pain.... 
It’s been going on for more 
than three months but to¬ 
day it became unbearable for 
him,” Dr. Rueben Devlin said 
at a hastily called press con¬ 
ference Wednesday evening. 

“Examination and inves¬ 
tigation today revealed that 
he has a tumour. The mayor 
has been admitted to Hum¬ 
ber River Hospital to allow 
for further investigation to 
obtain a definitive diagnosis.” 

Ford’s brother, Coun. 
Doug Ford, said the mayor 
was coping well. 

“He’s in good spirits and 
just thanks everyone for all 
the well-wishes,” the older 


Ford said, adding that his 
brother hadn’t complained of 
his abdominal pain to him in 
the past. 

“He had stomach pain, I 
had breakfast with him today 
... and he said his stomach 
was bothering him. He went 
to the doctor’s and then the 
doctor sent him over to Hum¬ 
ber and we’re here today.” 

The mayor will be kept in 
hospital over the next few 
days as tests are conducted to 
determine more details about 
the tumour, Devlin said, add¬ 
ing that it was a CT scan that 
brought physicians to their 
early diagnosis. 

“He’s being investigated 
further and we need to de¬ 
termine exactly what type of 
tumour it is and then we can 
decide on what treatment is 
required,” Devlin said. 

Rob Ford is running for re- 
election in the city’s Oct. 27 
municipal vote. His brother 
wouldn’t comment on how 
the tumour diagnosis might 
impact his campaign.

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Not the 'racist company' 


Mistaken identity 
leads to hate mail 
at Ottawa business 

“Is this the racist company?” 

“Go hang yourself... 
today if at all possible.” 

They’re just a sample 
of more than a dozen 
disturbing emails George 
Monsour said he’s received 
in an awful case of mistaken 
identity. 

One of his company’s 
divisions, Ottawa Valley 
Carpet Cleaning, has been 
misidentified as another 
business that was ordered to 
pay $8,000 to a job applicant 
for discrimination, he said. 

The Human Rights Tri¬ 
bunal ruled last week that 
Ottawa Valley Cleaning and 
Restoration discriminated 
against Maleic Bouraoui, 
who is black, by telling him 
it “only hires white men” 
in a series of “abusive” text 
messages. 

Monsour said his busi¬ 
ness, which has operated 
for eight years, has no af¬ 
filiation to Ottawa Valley 
Cleaning and Restoration or 
any of its staff.

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Obama vows to lead 
coalition in attack 
on ISIS in Syria 


Prime-time TV 
address. President 
pledges to engage 
Islamic rebels via 
multi-country coalition 
and U.S. airstrikes 


In a dramatic shift, U.S. 
President Barack Obama has 
opened a new front in the 
fight against Islamic rebels, 
promising to lead an inter¬ 
national coalition that will at¬ 
tack them on Syrian turf. 

He used a rare prime-time 
speech to lay out a program 
that would have been un¬ 
thinkable until recently: a 
multi-countiy fight in the Mid¬ 
dle East, involving American 
airstrikes and special forces in 
Iraq and now Syria, as part of a 



broad counter-terrorism plan. 

“We will degrade, and ul¬ 
timately destroy, ISIL through 
a comprehensive and sus¬ 


tained counter-terrorism strat¬ 
egy,” Obama said, referring to 
the militant group also known 
as ISIS. 

“We will hunt down terror¬ 
ists who threaten our coun- 
tiy wherever they are. That 
means I will not hesitate to 
take action against ISIL in Syr¬ 
ia, as well as Iraq. This is a core 
principle of my presidency: 
If you threaten America, you 
will find no safe haven.” 

Obama carefully avoided 
calling it a war. 

He added a familiar caveat, 
as he has at eveiy step of the 
way in recent weeks as Amer¬ 
ican militaiy involvement in 
the region steadily increased, 
promising once again that 
combat troops won’t be go¬ 
ing back in: “We will not get 
dragged into another ground 
war in Iraq.”

Jail suicide. 

Segregated 
inmates at 
risk: Report 

The federal prison watchdog 
says Corrections Canada 
must stop isolating mentally 
ill, suicidal or self-harming 
prisoners, saying inmates in 
segregation units are all too 
easily able to kill themselves. 

In a scathing report 
released on World Suicide 
Prevention Day, Howard 
Sapers says almost half of 
the suicides reviewed by the 
Office of the Correctional 
Investigator took place in 
segregation cells supposedly 
under close monitoring. 

Sapers’ office examined 
30 suicides in penitentiar¬ 
ies between April 2011 and 
March 2014. 

Twenty-five of those pris¬ 
oners hanged themselves, 

14 of them while they were 
in solitary confinement. 
Nineteen of the prisoners 
who hanged themselves had 
previously attempted suicide; 
seven had tried to kill them¬ 
selves more than twice.

Protective layer still

Earth’s protective but fragile 
ozone layer is beginning to 
recover, largely because of 
the phase-out since the 1980s 
of certain chemicals used in 
refrigerants and aerosol cans, 
a UN scientific panel reported 
Wednesday in a rare piece of 
good news about the health of 
the planet. 

Scientists said the develop¬ 
ment demonstrates that when 
the world comes together, it 
can counteract a brewing eco¬ 
logical crisis. 

For the first time in 35 
years, scientists were able to 
confirm a statistically signifi¬ 
cant and sustained increase 
in stratospheric ozone, which 
shields us from solar radiation 
that causes skin cancer, crop 
damage and other problems. 
From 2000 to 2013, ozone 
levels went up four per cent 
in the key mid-northern lati¬ 
tudes at about 50 kilometres 
high, said NASA scientist Paul 
A. Newman. He co-chaired 
the every-four-years ozone as¬ 
sessment by 300 scientists, re¬ 
leased at the United Nations. 

“It’s a victoiy for diplo¬ 
macy and for science and for 
the fact that we were able to

work together,” said chemist 
Mario Molina. In 1974, Mol¬ 
ina and F. Sherwood Rowland 
wrote a scientific study fore¬ 
casting the ozone depletion 
problem. They won the 1995 
Nobel Prize in chemistiy for 
their work. 

The United Nations calcu¬ 
lated in an earlier report that 
without the 1987 pact that 
phased out CFCs, by 2030 
there would have been an 
extra two million skin can¬ 
cer cases a year around the 
world. 

The ozone layer is still far 
from healed. The long-lasting, 
ozone-eating chemicals still 
lingering in the atmosphere 
create a yearly fall ozone hole 
above the extreme Southern 
Hemisphere, and the hole 
hasn’t closed up.

Sept. 18 . As the vote on 
independence nears the 
fate of the pound hangs 
in the balance 


In for a penny, in for a 
pound. 

There’ll be no going back 
if Scotland votes for in¬ 
dependence from the United 
Kingdom on Sept. 18. 

Opinion polls show¬ 
ing that may happen have 
prompted investors to sell 
off the British pound. If a 
knockout blow is dealt to 
Scotland’s 307-year union 


with England, that selling 
could accelerate as the U.K. 
plunges into a constitutional 
crisis. 

The fate of the pound, 
which is also known as ster¬ 
ling and is one of the most 
tangible links of the union, 
will be front and centre in 
any separation proceedings, 
as it has been during the 
campaign. 

The nationalists, led by 
Scotland’s First Minister Alex 
Salmond, hope Scotland will 
still use the pound through a 
currency union with what’s 
left of the U.K.— Wales, 
Northern Ireland and Eng¬ 
land. The main British polit¬ 


ical parties, notably the Con¬ 
servatives and Labour, say 
that’s not going to happen. 

Enmeshed are other com¬ 
plexities, such as the division 
of the U.K.’s debt mountain 
of 1.3 trillion pounds ($2.1 
trillion US) or so and wheth¬ 
er Scotland would be part of 
the European Union. 

Uncertainty reigns — 
a toxic backdrop for the 
world’s fourth-most traded 
currency. With polls show¬ 
ing the referendum too close 
to call, the pound has fallen 
almost three cents this week 
to a 10-month low of $1.6052 
US Wednesday.

I’m reminiscing about it because I’ve decided to share a se¬ 
cret revelation with you, against my better judgment: The Tube

Okay, so there’s no physical tubing. But 
everything The Tube provided in my imagina¬ 
tion actually exists in today’s world. Despite 
how world news leaves us feeling, most of the 
planet is safe, comfortable and there to explore. 

It’s a secret I don’t like to share. I was recently 
in Malaysian Borneo, and distant tropical 
islands are much better for my DEET cred if you 
think they sound mysterious and dangerous. 

My father, for one, always sounds surprised 
when I get back home from trips alive. 

“So you made it, huh?” he says with the same 
“How ’bout that?!” tone you might have if you 
dropped a wristwatch in the tub and it kept working. 

But the truth is, Borneo is comfortable, friendly, clean. Most 
of the planet is comfortable, friendly and clean. If you heard the 
phrase “Dr. Livingstone, I presume,” you could bet it’s because 
the barista wants to know what he should write on your latte. 


Starbucks is, in fact, the first thing I saw when I arrived in 
Borneo, even before customs. And the only thing I encountered 
more often than wide smiles and lush greenery was KFC. (“Au¬ 
thentic Bangkok flavour!” the signs informed me.) 

It’s not just the persistence of corporations that makes dis¬ 
tant travel more familiar than one might imagine. I had a 
mountain guide for a climb, and years of TV had me assuming 
he’d be old, wizened and weather-worn, explaining the moun¬ 
tain spirits and medicinal properties of the foliage. 

Instead, he was a 20-something dude in a tank top, smoking 
a cigarette and checking his phone every time it got that 
damned alert that sounds like a person whistling.

I talked to my mother during one call, in a conversation that 
revealed the secret to her.

Christy Morin knows good 
things come to those who 
wait. 

As a founding organizer 
of the Kaleido Family Arts 
Festival, Morin, along with 
a team of artists and vol¬ 
unteers from Arts on the 
Ave Edmonton Society, has 
taken nine years to build a 
one-day festival into a three- 
day event packed with per¬ 
formances and interactive, 
family-friendly activities. 

The event started as 
a grassroots initiative to 
transform 118 Avenue into 
a community arts district. 

“We started from very 
humble beginnings,” she 
says. 

“The people that contrib¬ 
uted to the festival in the 
beginning gave from the 
heart, and that has allowed 
the festival to continually 
grow.” 

Feedback from last year’s 
festival gave Morin and her 
team the green light to go 
even bigger. 

“We really listen to our 
festival goers. Last year, we 
heard a lot of people say 
they really wanted to see 
Delhi 2 Dublin,” Morin ex¬ 
plains. 

So, as soon as last year’s 
event wrapped up, Morin 
was on the phone book¬ 
ing the coveted band, also 
called D2D, for this year’s 
festival. 



The Canadian group is 
known around the globe 
for its Celtic music, blended 
with eastern influences. 

With the main attraction 
locked down, Morin and her 
team built the rest of the 
show from there. 

“This really is a labour of 
love over the whole year,” 
she says of the event. 

“We try to find the most 
creative and unique pieces 
we can. We are also inspired 
by what is going on in the 


community and really try 
to listen to the wants of 
the people that live in the 
neighbourhood.” 

“Now, we have up to 12 
performance spaces and 
three galleries with 250 
artists involved.

At this point, 12 years into 
his career as a coffeehouse- 
tumed-arena playing singer- 
songwriter, Jason Mraz knows 
what works.

da other than just meeting up 
to write and have fim,” Mraz 
says. Some of the songs ended 
up on some of Mraz’s past al¬ 
bums, while others became hits 
for other singers, such as John 
Mayer. After a few particularly 
rewarding sessions in 2013, 
Mraz liked the songs so much, 
he decided to bundle them up 
into one album, that being the 
newly released, Yes! 

“It was a happy accident,” 


he says. “We didn’t actually 
know we were writing an al¬ 
bum. I think that would have 
sounded a lot different had we 
sat around thinking, ‘OK, this 
has to be on the record.’” 

Even in an age where people 
often download songs one sin¬ 
gle at a time, Mraz is obsessed 
with the order in which the 
songs occur on the album and 
says it’s something he thinks 
about constantly. In his opin¬ 


ion, eveiy album should tell a 
story, and each song is a frag¬ 
ment of that stoiy. Not surpris¬ 
ingly, the songs on Yes! tell a 
love stoiy. It starts out recogniz¬ 
ing that you do love someone; 
that love is there. “There’s a 
little heartbreak and discom¬ 
fort, and we just have to accept 
what’s meant to be. There’s 
compassion in the love stoiy. 
There’s forgiveness. There’s 
acceptance. And the resolve is 


contentment, which is used to 
shine on.” 

Though Mraz is busy tour¬ 
ing, he’s already writing new 
songs. “The best material is al¬ 
ways the stuff that needs to be 
written,” he says. “It’s the stuff 
that comes out of emotion, pas¬ 
sion and the need to express or 
interpret something; to hear 
it back happening.” From the 
sound of it, there’s no shortage 
of love stories left to tell.

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House ready, not house poor

There is no question that buy¬ 
ing a home is one of the big¬ 
gest and most complicated 
purchases you will ever make. 
It’s no surprise, then, that 
when it comes to mortgages, 
many first-time homebuy- 
ers are overwhelmed by the 
amount of information that’s 
available. 

Deciding whether tak¬ 
ing on a mortgage is right for 
you is something to seriously 
consider before you go house 
hunting. 

“First-time buyers should 
understand, first and foremost, 
whether they’re ready for 
home ownership,” said Mary 
Stergiadis, the principal of On¬ 


tario business development for 
Canadian Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corporation (CMHC). 

That means thinking hard 
about if you have the time to 
look after a house and afford 
maintenance and repair costs, 
above and beyond the monthly 
mortgage payments. 

If the answer is yes, the next 
step is to determine how much 
of a mortgage you can comfort¬ 
ably afford. A good tool to help 
you figure that out is CMHC’s 
online affordability calculator. 
And an online budget calcula¬ 
tor will help take into account 
other monthly expenses so you 
can see the bigger picture. 

According to Stergiadis, it’s 
a good idea to get preapproved 
for a mortgage before you 
begin house hunting. 

“When you’re preapproved, 
the lending institution can 
guarantee to hold the inter¬ 
est rate for a certain period of 
time,” she said. 

The preapproval process 
looks at how long you have 
been in your job, your credit 
histoiy, any debt you have — 
it shows the whole picture of 



how much of a mortgage you 
can afford. 

When you have found your 
dream home, you will need to 
buy mortgage insurance if you 


put less than 20 per cent down. 
You can buy with as little as 
five per cent down and still 
have access to the same inter¬ 
est rates as someone with a 20 


per cent down payment. 

The most important tip is 
to not buy a property that’s 
beyond your financial means. 
“You don’t want to be house

poor,” Stergiadis said. “If 
you’ve done your homework 
to help you make an informed 
decision and you understand 
all of the costs involved, then 
you can buy with confidence.”

Remortgage or renegotiate? 


To those of us who struggle 
with math, three per cent in¬ 
terest seems lower than 4.5 per 
cent, right? But when it comes 
to remortgaging your house to 
get a lower rate, it could be a 
costly proposition. 

Bob Labreque, an Ottawa- 
based mortgage specialist with 
INVIS, says the problem is pen¬ 
alties. “It’s not the right time if 
your mortgage is not due. 

“People refinance their hous¬ 
es on the basis of, ‘The rates are 
so low now compared to what 
I got.’ And that’s the wrong 
reason.” 

Penalties of $4,500 to $5,000 
are not uncommon when you 
remortgage. You are unlikely 
to save that much money with 
the lower rate on the time left 
before you would renegoti¬ 
ate anyway. If you want to be 
money smart, take that pile of 
penalty money and put it down 
against the principle instead.

Derek Rose of Royal Bank 
of Canada says there are situa¬ 
tions where it may be worth 
the penalty, or you may have 
little other choice. 

“Many people remortgage 
because they have a major reno¬ 
vation going on, and they’re 
adding value to the home,” he 
said. “Some people have a sig¬ 
nificant, life-changing event 
like a loss of employment, sep¬ 
aration, or divorce.” 

Even with a penalty, re¬ 
ducing the monthly obligation 
might be necessary for long¬ 
term financial security. Some 
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Regular payments 


So you have finally 
got that lower interest 
rate. That means lower 
monthly payments, right? 
Mortgage specialist, Bob 
Labreque, of Ottawa, 
says it shouldn't. “Keep 
the regular payments 
that you’ve been making 
all along at 4-5 per cent, 
even if your rate comes 
down to three. Shorten 
the amortization and 
mitigate the penalty that 
you're paying." 


people remortgage to access 
some equity to help their chil¬ 
dren pay for education or buy 
their first home, or they them¬ 
selves want to invest in other 
property. 

“I’m talking about people 
who have a lot of equity in their 
home,” Rose said. “They’ve 
paid it down significantly.” 

The first step is taking a 
good look at your mortgage 
contract to see what you are 
permitted to do, he said. In 
most cases, remortgaging pri¬ 
marily to get a lower interest 
rate does not make financial 
sense. It’s usually better to wait 
for your term to expire, and 
then negotiate a better deal for 
the next period.

Primed to know more 


Residential prime mortgages are not new to 
Canada, but for many the question remains, 
what exactly is a prime mortgage? 

“Prime is a classification of mortgage that 
generally reflects a high-quality borrower 
with good credit and employment, provable 
income and reasonable debt ratios,” said Robert 
McLister, founder of intelliMortgage Inc. and 
RateSpy.com. 

“That’s opposed to a non-prime mortgage 
in which the borrower(s) income/employment, 
credit and/or debt ratios are considered higher 
risk.” 

McLister says four out of five mortgage ap¬ 
plicants are considered prime. People choose 
a prime mortgage because it offers the lowest 
borrowing cost and the most choice and 
flexibility. 

CanadianMortgageTrends.com defines prime 
rate as a reference interest rate used as a basis 
for quoting other lending rates, like those of 
variable-rate mortgages and lines of credit. It 
used to be the rate at which financial institu¬ 
tions lent to their best customers, but that’s not 
necessarily the case today. 

McLister says there are risks for the home- 
buyer considering a prime mortgage. 

Rate risk. Can they afford their payments with 
a potential 200 to 300 basis point rate increase 
at maturity? 

Budgetary risk. Is there anything that could 
hamper their ability to debt service during the 
term? Examples are job loss, child responsibil¬ 
ities, excess spending, etc. 

Qualification risk. Can they re-qualify for a 
mortgage if they port, need to increase the 
mortgage size, change jobs, or want to switch 
lenders? 

Equity risk. If prices fell significantly and the

borrower’s equity position evaporated, how 
would that affect them? 

Contract risk. Are there restrictions in the 
mortgage contract that could come back to 
haunt the borrower before maturity? Example: 
Prepayment limitations, a fully closed term, 
porting limitations, restrictions on blending and 
increasing the mortgage, etc. 

If today's prime rate is three per cent and you 
get prime minus 0.5 per cent, your 2.5 per cent 
mortgage is then tied to the Bank of Canada. If 
it changes the prime rate tomorrow, your pay¬ 
ments will go up. 

A fixed rate means your lender has bought 
you a mortgage rate at a set amount. They may 
get the money for 3-5 per cent, and charge you 
4-5 per cent. But that rate won't change over the 
life of your contract, meaning you don’t have 
to guess at your cash-flow requirements for the 
duration of the contract.

Week. Pack this 
Steak Sandwich with 
Sauteed Onions and 
Blue Cheese for the 
big kids 


“A good steak sandwich isn’t 
always the easiest to come 
by,” writes Carol Hillcer in her 
book Dirty Food. “This sand¬ 
wich, with rare steak, sauteed 
onions, Dijonnaise, rocket and 
blue cheese on French country 
bread is the answer!” 

1. Make the Dijonnaise by 


finely chopping the white on¬ 
ion and frying with butter in 
a medium saucepan. Add the 
cream and mix in the mus¬ 
tard. Season the mixture and 
simmer until the sauce takes 
a mustardy colour and is rela¬ 
tively thick. 

2. Season the steaks with salt 
and pepper on both sides. Heat 
2-4 tablespoons of olive oil in a 
medium hying pan over a high 
heat until it’s veiy hot, almost 
smoking. Sear the steaks for 
11/2 minutes per side and then 
reduce the heat to low and 
cook the steaks for about 3^ 
minutes, turning once.

4. Cut French countiy bread 
lengthwise and into large sand¬ 
wich rolls. Spread 1 tablespoon 
Dijonnaise on the bottom half 


of each bun. Place a layer of the 
steak strips on top of the Dijon¬ 
naise, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and top with the cara¬ 
melized onion rings. Place the 
rocket on top of the onion rings 
and sprinkle a handful of blue 
cheese on top. Cover with the

Tino Sunseri has a lot more 
homework to do these days. 

The Saskatchewan Rough- 
riders’ backup quarterback has 
been thrust into the starter’s 
role thanks to a season-ending 
injuiy to Darian Durant. 

Sunseri is expected to get 
his first CFL start on Sunday in 
Hamilton when the Riders take

“When you’re a kid grow¬ 
ing up, you want to play pro 
football and you want to start 
games and you want to try and 
put your team in a position to 
win games,” Sunseri said after 
the team’s practice on Wednes- 
day. 

“This doesn’t really change 
from the way our quarterback 
room is, though. From the be¬ 
ginning of the year we have all 
been coming in and preparing 
as if we were the starter, mak¬ 
ing sure that we could help out 
whoever it was that was play¬ 
ing.” 

Sunseri added that whether 
he’s the backup or the starter, 


his preparation doesn’t change 
drastically. He’ll still put in his 
hours studying game film, he’ll 
download video to his iPad and 
scour it a little more when he 
gets home at the end of the 
day. He’ll meet with offensive 
co-ordinator George Cortez and 
fellow quarterback Seth Doege, 
and they’ll talk about what they 
plan to call in certain game situ¬ 
ations. 

“I’m going to make sure I’m 
in here studying as much as I 
can, making sure I’m putting 
in the extra work and making 
sure that eveiybody has that 
faith in me so that whenever 
we step on the field that we’re 
going to be competitive and our 


offence is able to put points on 
the board,” Sunseri said. 

Sunseri, in his second sea¬ 
son as a Rider, has seen limited 
playing time this season. He 
stepped in for an injured Dur¬ 
ant in the Riders’ Aug. 24 game 
against the B.C. Lions and threw 
a touchdown pass that stood as 
the game-winning score.

NFL. Ravens-Steelers 
prime-time clash 
overshadowed by 
RB Rice’s suspension 


Four days after opening the 
season by losing to a division 
foe at home, the Baltimore 
Ravens face their most-hated 
rival in a pivotal game Thurs¬ 
day night. 

The matchup against the 
Pittsburgh Steelers couldn’t 
come soon enough for the 
Ravens, who finally get to play 
in the wake of the media fire¬ 
storm involving Ray Rice. 

Following Sunday’s 23-16 
defeat against Cincinnati, Bal¬ 
timore had not yet launched 
its short workweek when a 
video surfaced showing Rice 
hitting his then-fiancee in an 
elevator last February. The in¬ 
cident previously led the NFL 


to suspend the running back 
for two games, but the graphic 
video prompted the Ravens 
to release Rice and the NFL to 


suspend him indefinitely. 

From that point, coach 
John Harbaugh and his players 
were bombarded with more 


questions about Rice than the 
importance of avoiding an 0-2 
start with two home losses 
against AFC North opponents. 

“It’s been a trying time,” 
wide receiver Steve Smith said. 
“You have to compartmental¬ 
ize to some part, because if 
you don’t, this is a game that 
is physical and you can get 
hurt if your mind is not clear 
and focused on what you have 
to do.” 

Under different circum¬ 
stances, the Ravens (0-1) and 
Steelers (1-0) would be asked 
about the intensity of a rivalry 
in which 10 of the last 12 
games have been decided by 
three points or fewer. Maybe 
eveiyone would be talking 
about Pittsburgh’s second-half 
collapse against Cleveland last 
week. 

Instead, the topic of con¬ 
versation was a running back 
who wasn’t supposed to play 
in this game anyway.
